WILLIAM HOWARD TAFT. 
With th e p assing of William Howard Taft, th e 
nation loses a sp lendid citizen. 
Th e smile and 
famous laugh of th e former p resident will be 
missed. His jov ial disp osition was one of h is out­ 
standing traits. 
Elected President of th e United States in 19 08, 
h e assumed office in March , 19 09 , and serv ed for 
four y ears. 
Prior to th a t h e h ad h eld many 
judgsh ip s and p rominent p ositions. After retir­ 
ing as p resident h e continued to h old p rominent 
offices, being th e only man wh o ev er h eld th e two 
h igh est p laces of p resident and ch ief justice. 
Presidents, as a rule do not liv e long after th ey 
finish th eir terms in office, but p robably due to 
th e sp lendid make-up and disp osition of Mr. 
Taft, h e liv ed for 17 y ears after leav ing th e 
Wh ite House, and saw sev eral p residents come 
and go. 
Former President Coolidge now occup ies th e 
distinction of being th e only ex -p resident liv ing. 
Th e nation mourns th e death of th e former 
p resident. He was a man well liked by all, a cit­ 
izen of fine standing, a p urist of renown and one 
wh ose memory will long be remembered. 


tical, th eoretical equality between th e American 
and British nav ies. 
At p resent th e two nav ies are p ractically equal 
in battlesh ip s, th anks to th e Wash ington confer­ 
ence. 
But nav al strategy and inv ention 
are 
tending more and more to make th e cruiser th e 
backbone of th e fleet. 
And in cruisers America 
is far outclassed. 
To get p arity with th e British , th erefore, eith er 
we must build a great many more cruisers, or 
Britain must scrap a great many cruisers sh e now 
h as. But Britain cannot do th is, for sh e also h as 
th e fleets of Italy and France to consider. 
Her 
p resent strength is v ery p robably close to th e 
lowest figure sh e could p ossibly accep t. 
And th ere is th e difficulty . 
We can get nav al 
reduction by th e simp le ex p edient of v oting it 
th rough Congress. 
But we sh all not h av e p arity . 
To get p arity we sh all h av e to build v ery ex ­ 
tensiv ely — and ex p ensiv ely . 
And th at will 
h ardly be nav al reduction. 
Th e p roblem is an infinitely tough er one th an 
we realized last fall. We sh ould not be too great­ 
ly disap p ointed if th e conference p roduces a,less 
sp ectacular result th an we 
ex p ected a 
few 
month s ago. 


WE EXPECTED TOO MUCH. 
It is begih ning to be ap p arent th at one of th e 
reasons for our p resent disap p ointment with th e 
London nav al conference is th at we ex p ected th e 
imp ossible. 
Wh en our delegation went to London, Ameri­ 
cans looked for th e ach iev ement of two goals — 
nav al reduction and nav al p arity . 
But as th e 
conference wears on, it ap p ears th at it is almost 
imp ossible for both of th ese ends to be h ad at th e 
same time — as far as th e immediate p resent is 
concerned. 
Ev idently , we sh all ultimately be 
forced to decide wh ich of th ese two th ings we 
want. 
Parity and nav al 
reduction 
taken togeth er 
would be a great step forward. But a little study 
ough t to make clear th e difficulties in th e way . 
By p arity , of course, is meant a state of p rac-

Minister Will Complete Publicar 
tion and Distribution of Book

The resignation of the Rev. E. 


D. McKune, pastor of the First 
United Presbyterian church of 
this city, was read to that body 
at the close of the Sunday morn- 
tag service.

This action on the part of the 


local pastor came as a complete 
surprise to most of those who 
were present. To many it was a 
definite shock. The Rev. Mr. Mc- 
Kune explained that the resig- 
nation was not a result of" a 
quick decision, but after careful- 
ly considering the circumstances 
in the local field. The resigna- 
tion, which takes effect April 
6th, 1930 was announced at this 
time because the church year of 
thevlocal congregation ends with 
the close of" this month, and 
plans for the new church year 
are already in progress.

WE EXPECTED TOO MUCH. 


It is beginning to be apparent that one of the 


reasons for our present disappointment with the 
London naval conference is that we expected the 
impossible. 


When our delegation went to London, Ameri- 


cans looked for the achievement of two goals — 
naval reduction and naval parity. But as the 
conference wears on, it appears that it is almost 
impossible for both of these ends to be had at the 
same time — as far as the immediate present is 
concerned. 
Evidently, we shall ultimately.be 


forced to decide which of these two things we 
want. 


Parity and naval reduction taken together 


would be a great, step forward. But a little study 
ought to make clear the difficulties in the way. 


By parity, of course, is meant a state of prac- 


And there is the difficulty. We can get naval 


reduction by the simple expedient of voting it 
through Congress. But we shall not have parity. 
To get parity we shall have to' build very ex- 
tensively — and expensively. 
And that will 


hardly be naval reduction. 


The problem is an infinitely tougher one than 


we realized last fall. We should not be too great- 
ly disappointed if the conference produces a Jess 
spectacular result than we expected a few 
months ago.
